ACCIDENT TO SUBMARINE. 

Twelve Men in Sunken French Vessel 
In Tunis. 

Paris, July 7. — M. Thomson, minis- 
ter of marine, has Issued a bulletin 
announcing that the French submarine 
boat Farfadet went down Thursday 
morning at 9 o'clock at the entrance 
to the port of SIdl Abdullah, Tunis, 
under the following circumstances: 
Commandant Ratler, at the moment of 
plunging, noticed that one of the doors 
was not closed properly, and rushed 
to try to adjust it hermetically. He 
was too late, the water rushing in with 
force and throwing out the command- 
ant and two men, the boat sinking in 
ten metres and laying In the mud at 
the bottom. Twelve men were en- 
cased In the boat, and powerful tugs 
and a strong contingent of engineers 
were working in an attempt to bring 
up the boat.

Running Arrangement \z Belnp 
Made by Oriental Hteam- 
ship Companies. 



Amur Tekteg Good Cargo North 
—Spokane in Port With 
Excursionists. 



A running arrangement is to be made, 
between the Nippon l'usen Kaishn line, 
Great Northern S. S. Co. and Boston S. 
>S. Co. so that a schedule will bo ar- 
ranged to provide a weekly steamship 
service between the coast and the Orient. 
With the other services, the steamers of 
which cull at \ ictoriu, this port will 
hnve nn excellent connection with the 
Orient. There will be more than one 
.steamer coming and going every week. 
The steamers included in the running ar- 
rangement are the Minnesota and Da- 
kota, which, unlike ail the others, do not 
call at Victoria; Thcmont and Shawtnul. 
lyo Maru and Kanngawa Muru and 
three other liners of the Nippon l'usen 
Kaisha line to be placed in service when 
no longer needed for military service by 
the .Japanese government. The Kaua- 
gawa Maru, which formerly belonged to 
the European service of the X.Y.C, will 
probably be withdrawn, and the new 
7, 200-ton steamer Tengu Maru will re- 
place her. Other Japanese steamers ex- 
pected in this service are the Oki Mm. 
Kaga Maru and lyo Maru or Sbiuano 
Maru, possibly both. 

J. D. Farrell, president of the Great 
Northern >>. S. Co., who recently re- 
turned from the East, is engineering the 
agreement. In an interview lie said that 
within the next few days he would meet 
and hold a consultation with Frank 
YVaterhouse, local manager of the Eos- 
ton Steamship Company, in regard to es- 
tablishing o regular schedule of arrivals 
and departures of the steamships oper- 
ated to the Orient. 

"Just as soon as the business matters 
which demand my immediate attention 
nre attended to," said Mr. Farrell, "I 



expect to meet Mr. Waterhouse and take 
up the matter of so arranging the sail- 
ings of the steamships of his company 
as to do away with any conflict of ar- 
rivals and departures of steamers. 

"To bo considered at present are the 
Shawmut and Tremont of the Boston 
Steamship Company's lleet; the Kana- 
gawa and lyo Maru, of the N.Y.K. fleet, 
and the Minnesota and Dakota, of the 
Great Northern Steamship Company's 
fleet. Eater there may be the three 
other steamships of the N.Y.K. fleet, 
which are now being used by the Japan- 
ese government. It is desired that all 
of these steamships may be placed os 
such a schedule as to give regular sail- 
ings to and from Seattle and the 
Orient."

SPOKANE IN PORT.

The Spokane had a full complement of 
excursionists, mostly from the "cent 
bolt." Her accommodation was taken 
up several weeks in advance, and lias 
been almost completely sold out for the 
next trip. The tourists who left on the 
Spokane at p.m. yesterday spent live 
hours in Victoria, and the local backmen 
bad a busy time. Owing to the heavy 
demand for excursion travel to Alaskan 
points,' the P. C, S. S. Co. has decided 
to place the steamer City of Seattle in 
the service for one trip in August.

Steamers Wellington and Thistle Re- 
ported to Have Evaded Law. 

A Portland despatch snys the steamer 
Thistle arrived off the Columbia on July 
4, dying a quarantine Hag. She wan es- 
corted over the bar by quarantine officers 
who let the distinguished Victoria party 
j»o on only after an examination.

FROM CAPE NOME. 

Harold Dollar Returns With Gold — 
Zealandia Injured. 

A special despatch from the San 
Francisco correspondent of the Colo- 
nist says the Bteamer Harold Dollar 
arrlvdd there yesterday frofcn Cape 
Nome with $509,312 In gold, and re- 
ported that the steamer Zealandia bad 
been Injured as a result of collision 
with Ice floes. Delay In the arrival in 
port of the Northwestern Steamship 
Company's steamer Olympia, which 
sailed from Nome for Seattle June 20, 
bos given rise to the fear that she 
has become Imprisoned on the ice floe 
which caused delay to the Ohio. Offi- 
cers of the Northwestern Steamship 
Company state that It is possible that 
the Olympia put Into .St. Michael 
after leaving Nome, and that they 
have been prevented from hearing 
from her owing to the telegraph wires 
being down. Unless she did call at 
St. Michael, the Olympia should have 
reached port some days ago. and In 
view of the fact that several other 
steamers of the Nome fleet have met 
with trouble from the Ice, steamship 
men consider It probable that the 
Olympia is having trouble from the 
same source.

Words of Welcome and Advice 
to Members of the AnuSIcau 
Synod. 



Review of the Year's Work and 
Suggestions for Futine 
fciideavors. 



At the evening service at Christ 
Church Cathedral on Wednesday in con- 
nection with the Anglican synod ses- 
sions, Bishop Perrin delivered the fol- 
lowing address: 

My Reverend Brethren and Brethren of 
the Laity: 

, The three years for which, in accord- 
ance with the constitution of tho Synod, 
the lay representatives hold oillce, ex- 
pired last Easter, and today let me heart- 
ily welcome those who have been re-elect- 
ed as well as those who are present as 
new members of this the tenth synod of 
the diocese, i'ou form an essential part 
of the synod. Unless a majority of the 
laity concur with the bishop and clergy, 
no act or resolution has any validity 
whatever. You are not summoned mere- 
ly to render assistance in administering 
tho temporalities of the diocese, but ev- 
ery matter that concerns its spiritual 
welfare' should he of the deepest interest 
to each individual lay representative. It 
this ideal were attained, the results 
would be apparent amongst the laity of 
tho Whole diocese. 

, Amongst the clergy I have to record 
with regret the death of the Rev. R. J. 
(Roberts. The active years of his min- 
istry were passed in the diocese of Huron 
as a missionary to the Indians, and when 
superannuated he came to live on Ktipcr 
Island, where with the help of the New 
England company, he built a church 
and ministered faithfully to the few In- 
dians In the neighborhood. He has left 
for us to copy the example of a quiet, 
simple faithful life, and amid much phy- 
sical pain and weakness, always main- 
bright and hopeful spirit.

the -work of the M. S. C. C. (Missionary 
society of the Canadian Church). - in 
1903 tli is diocese contributed Suuv. Last 
year we hoped for .$1,000, but only reach- 
ed .'?833.-12. This year we are again ask- 
ed to contribute $1,000, and it ought to 
be done. The sum is apportioned to the 
several parishes, and lust year in some 
cases the amount sent was in excess of 
the apportionment, while only one parish 
failed altogether to respond. An ap- 
peal in church is not sufficient. Every 
member of the church ought to be per- 
sonally asked. There lias been a tradi- 
tion in this diocese not to publish the 
names of -subscribers to our funds. In 
Eastern dioceses every cent given is thus 
acknowledged, and it might be well to 
adopt the plan. A sum of S'JS,7-1S is 
jiisked by the Missionary Society for 
1005, in order to meet the needs which 
have been set before the board of man- 
agement from the thirteen dioceses in 
Canada that seek assistance, and it ought 
to be known that more than half the 
amount is promised by the dioceses of 
Toronto ($22,000), Huron ($15,338), and 
Montreal ($13,338)). 

The tide of immigration flows into the 
[Northwest, and it is clearly necessary 
tfint the church should send the mis- 
sionary and support him, in part at least, 
for some time, so as to enable him to 
gather the scattered people together and 
keep them in touch with the church. 
Thus in Rupert's Land twenty churches 
were in course of construction in 1004. 
In Qu'Appelle. which a few years ago 
bad only six clergy, there are now thirty- 
three, with nine self-supporting churches. 
The task is a great one, but never were 
n greater opportunity of building up a 
strong national church, 

In addition to this, grants are made to 
the work amongst the Indians in the 
Dominion, and foreign missionary work 
undertaken in Japan, China, India, 
lAfrica, Palestine, Persia and South Am- 
erica, where missionaries are supported 
by the M. S. C. C, which is thus the 
church in missionary action at home and 
abroad. 

The claims of our own diocese with its 
difficult problem of small settlements, are 
fully recognized by the M. S. C. C, and 
a grant of $2,500 lias been promised, in 
addition to the KChej-«nT fc&fjp of $2,900 
towards the building of the mission 
steamer Columbia, and $500 for the sti- 
pend of the missionary in charge. 

It as with deep thankfulness that I re- 
cord the organization in this diocese of 
a branch of the Woman's Auxiliary to 
'missions. Already six branches have 
been formed, and in time it is hoped that

Barber expressed his 
wisli that his name might be kept upon 
the list of clergy of the diocese, and no 
one would be more heartily welcomed if 
he ever saw his way to return. All his 
friends will be glad to know that the 
reports of his health are satisfactory, and 
he hopes to undertake parochial work 
.temporarily in England. 

On the sixth Sunday in Lent I ordain- 
ed lo the priesthood at S. Paul's, Na- 
nnimo the Rev. C. A. Bagshaw, who 
continues in charge of Cedar district. 

The archdeacon has undertaken the 
two churches at Cliemainus, and during 
the winter months has been responsible 
for the arduous work of a fortnightly 
service at French Creek. 

The Rev. .1. Grundy has returned from 
England, and I am thankful to say that 
the S. P. G. has renewed their grant of 
fJOO for two years for the christian mis- 
sion work. 

The Rev. G. W. Taylor has resigned 
the charge of Northfleld, but remains at 
Wellington without any assistance from 
fche mission board. 

The removal of the ships of tho Royal 
Xavy. and the ofllciuls of the dockyard, 
has made a great difference to the parish 
of S. Paul s, Esquimau, but it is hoped 
that by a decided effort it may still be 
maintained as a self-supporting parish. 

At Nanaimo everything looked in the 
most favorable condition when the Rev. 
A. Silva -White laid before the Easter 
.vestry a plan for building a new church, 
which was received with enthusiasm, but 
the labor troubles thai have since arisen 
have for the time sadly interfered with 
the scheme. 

At Duncan's there has been an increase 
in the number of settlers, and funds have 
been collected to build a church, toward 
which grants have been made by the S. 
I\ C. K. and the Marriott Bequest Fund 
of the S. P. G. The church is to be built 
immediately, and a considerable sum has 
been collected for two additional 
churches in the Cowichan district. 

The church at Snanichton being free 
from debt, has been dedicated, and con- 
siderable improvements have been made 
at S. Luke's, Cedar Hill. 
' At S. Mark's church during the ab- 
sence of the Rev. J. Grundy, services 
were regularly conducted by Mr. .1. S. 
Bailey, licensed lay reader. 

The Rev. W. Baugh Allen has resign- 
ed the curacy of the cathedral, but it is 
hoped that he may remain in the diocese 
if arrangements can be satisfactorily 
made bv which he can undertake S. 
Mark's in addition to Metchosin. 

Arrangements aro being made for an 
exchange between the Rev. F. IT. Wim- 
Jbilcy of Saanich, and Rev, J. W. Fliuion 
of Alberni. This will be the first in- 
stance nt carrying out the resolution of 
the svnod as to the change of the mis- 
sionary clergy every three years. The 
expense of removal is a heavy item, ami 
I he mission board is asked in such 
cases to give some assistance.

1 he Victoria Order 
has' undertaken to furnish tho hospital 
with all necessary equipments and to pro- 
vide the nursing stall', and the committee 
undertake- to pay the salaries and ex- 
penses of the hospital for one year, with 
the option of then purchasing the equip- 
ment, and taking entire charge of the 
hospital. . , 

We have been most fortunate in hav- 
ing the help of Dr. Hut ton. who has giv- 
en himself to the work and those engaged 
in the logging camps are responding 
eagerly to the offer of paying $10 a year, 
in return for which they will receive 
medical assistance and hospital attention 
■if necessary. By this menus it is confi- 
dently hoped that in a short time the 
mission may become self-supporting-. 
Meanwhile the newly-formed branches of 
the Woman's Auxiliary have given sub- 
stantial belli, and as the work becomes 
known, subscriptions are sure to bo re- 
iccived. It is n matter of deep thankful- 
ness that the spiritual ministrations of 
the Rev. J. Antle have been thoroughly 
appreciated anil the blessing of God is 
evidently manifest in the work.

out its branch, however .small. Juuior 
branches are also being established. The 
objects of the Woman's Auxiliary are to 
pray for missions, to awaken missionary 
zeal, to diffuse missionary intelligence, to 
iraise money for missionary objects, and 
to send clothing, etc., to needy missions. 
Full information as to starting a branch 
will be given by Miss Turner, diocesan 
secretary, Cndboro Bay road, Victoria. 
The diocesan board is in close touch with 
the general board of tin- W. A., to whom 
all applications have to lie sent, and if 
the appeals are approved, each diocese is 
asked to contribute its share. Of course 
the objection will at ouce be raised, with 
all the passing needs of our own parishes, 
it is hopeless to think of doing anything 
for the general missionary work of the 
church. Every dollar that the Ladies' 
Guild can collect is wanted to supply 
parochial needs, and none can be spared 
for outside objects. All that would he 
quite true if the churc hwere a mere lin- 
.inan society. But it is something infin- 
itely more, and the laws of the Divine 
Society must be kept and observed, or 
failure is inevitable, and the work and 
prayer of a brunch of the Woman's Aux- 
iliary may be not only the means of pro- 
ducing that spiritual results which aro 
often so sadly lacking, but of removing 
those financial burdens which are so 
heavy to bear. 

1 The financial condition of the diocese 
itself at the present time is a matter of 
grave anxiety. 1 forbear from entering 
into details, which wili be fully laid he- 
fore the synod, and I ask for your hearty 
co-operation in our endeavor to' meet the 
inabilities. 

.No progress has been made in the pro- 
vince in the matter of religious educa- 
tion in the day schools. Resolutions have 
been passed in the synods of the Angli- 
can Church, and of other christian bod- 
ies, and committees hnve been appointed 
but no practical result has followed. 
Comparatively few of the people are ac- 
tually opposed to the idea of having re- 
ligious instruction. It is the indifference 
of tlie many that is so disheartening, and 
after all, it will depend upon the earnest- 
ness of those who in season and out of 
season press home the question. We 
grant the difficulties owing to our "un- 
happy divisions," and realize bow hard it 
is lo c reate any enthusiasm. Wo see 
how, if they possibly can, politicians will 
evade so thorny a question. But all that 
IniusL not daunt us if we nre fully per- 
suaded in our own minds that it must be 
right to give all the time and carii to sec- 
ular education, and pay no heed to the 
teaching of those Divine Truths which 
have been revealed to us, and belong un- 

I to us and our children for ever. 

I The echos of the religious revival in 
the Old Country have reached us in the 
Far West, and at Whitsuntide in several 
parishes of the diocese, special interces- 
sion was offered for an outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit upon the whole church. It 
is not the improvement of our organiza- 
tion (although in many points that is de- 
sirable), but the development of vital re- 
ligion thut we really need. Are we ready 
to give an answer for the hope that is in 
UsV Amongst mnnj nominal Christians 
in our midst, is there any real hope or 
ftlith at all.' God only ' knows. It is 
not for us to judge others, hut it is our 
bounden duty to press the need id' care- 
ful thought with regard to the great fun- 
damental truths of our most lady faith. 
Light literature in the shape of newspa- 
pers, magazines, novels, is all that is read 
in too many cases, and all idea of study 
is scouted or ignored. Until this is 
changed the prevailing ignorance as to 
church doctrine and history is, alas! like- 
ly lo continue. A generation is growing 
up, which has had no religious education 
in the day schools, and very little Bible 
rending and study at home. 

What then is to be done? Are we lo 
fold our hands and sigh, as though it 
were hopeless to enter a protest even 
against the growing laxity of morals and 
carelessness in religion '! It is not too 
late, if we really believe in Jesus Christ 
and His Holy Church. Let us honestly 
acknowledge our faults, but also "lift up 
a standard for the people." Our synod 
imay to human judgment appear weak 
ami feeble. Only let each one of us be 
true lo God and "walk worthy of our vo- 
cation," and out of weakness we shall be 
made strong. The outlook may be dark, 
but the true light slid shines. Our needs 
may be great, but the Lord's arm is not 
shortened — "not by might, nor by power, 
but by My Spirit, saith the Lord of 
Hosts."

Erly 1 '' -ernoon Victoria will have the 
v -.ege of welcoming- a large party 
of newspapermen, the Washington cor- 
respondents of many of the leading 
papers of the United States. The ar- 
rival of these gentlemen here will 
mark the final stage of the journey 
which they have just made across 
Canada, and ufter a few hours spent 
with us they will return to their re- 
spective llelds of work, their minds 
filled with impressions of the great 
West and their pockets bulging with 
"literature" descriptive of its magnifi- 
cence and importance as a factor in 
the economic scheme of the world. 
The Ideas which they have found dur- 
ing- their trip through the fertile belt 
cannot fail of being most favorable, as 
to Western Canada's present prosper- 
ity and future greatness, and in the 
expression of those ideas, after their 
return home, they will doubtless ren- 
der g-ood service in assisting the 
country's progress by telling the truth 
about It to the millions who will read 
their impressions. 

Victoria extends ten thousand wel- 
comes to the newspapermen. Our 
only regret is that they cannot remain 
with us for a few days: as it is, dur- 
ing the few hours of their visit we 
must show them that we of the fur- 
thest West are not lacking- in hospi- 
tality. 

GOOD IMPRESSIONS. 

, Some will question whether all the 
trouble and expense to which citizens 
and others weut in order to entertain 
the mining engineers are justified. We 
do not think many will, but nevertheless 
there may be honest doubts on the sub- 
ject?' Why is it necessary? What good 
will it do? These are questions that are 
asked and it is well to answer them. 
The reply most natural to make is that 
the American Institute of Mining En- 
gineers is an important body and should 
be looked after. That alone is not a 
sufficient answer. There are many im- 
portant personages who come to Vic- 
toria and the province to whom no par- 
ticular attention is paid. 

Entertainment should proceed from 
our desire to he hospitable and agree- 
able. Otherwise, it is of a "mercenary 
character. Again, if it be undertaken it 
Should be done well. We believe that 
the people of Victoria are essentially 
hospitable and that the pleasure of mak- 
ing themselves agreeable to strangers 
would be sufficient reward. Should an 
impression get abroad that our citizens 
were simply baiting a hook for their dis- 
tinguished visitors, immediately would 
•the latter begin to feel an ugly taste in 
their mouths, and instead of going away 
with delightful Impressions of a delight- 
ful city they would feci as though they 
Iiad escaped from threatened financial 
entanglements— feel, in fact, not unlike 
a rich man who had recovered from a 
sickness, which all his relatives secretly 
wished to bo fatal in order that they 
might share ill his wealth. No such feel- 
ing as that disturbed our late and wel- 
come mining friends and their families 
upon their departure. Their stay had 
been pleasant In the extreme and they 
realized that tho efforts put forward In 
behalf of their entertainment were sin- 
cere, cordial and whole-hearted. 

Considering the question, however, 
from the lower standpoint, of whether it 
pays to entertain important bodies in 
such fashion, it is quite impossible after 
nil to get away altogether from tbnt 
phase of the case. .Selfishness is inher- 
ent in some form in all good actions. No 
one hesitates to act upon the maxim that 
"honesty is good policy." No one will 
deny that the hope of reward hereafter 
is eet up conspicuously an an incentive 
to righteousness in this life. Even the 
giving of alms, self-sacrifice in the inter- 
ests of others, acts (if unmerited kind- 
ness — all give rewards In the pleasure 
they afford to, the doer. We are told that 
it is more blessed to give tlian to receive. 
So that no matter how we look at it, 
or what the motives which guide our 
.actions may be, the. question of self-in 



In taking up tho second edition g{, 

' ( T*e Making of Hie CaHalHau West," 
by Rev. R. G. Macbeth-, into of Vancou- 
ver, and now of Paris, Out., and casual- 
ly observing that it dealt with tho his- 
tory of Manitoba and the Northwest, 
there was n strong inclination to repeat 
t he criticisms we have frequently 
made respecting the habit of calling 
everything that lies between the Great 
Lakes and tho Rocky Mountains "The 
Wt.'t," and ignoring the geographical 
fact that British Columbia is the only- 
West in Canada. Upon a more careful 
scrutiny it was discovered, however, 
that there was a chapter entitled "The 
farther West,'' which deals with the 
Calgary and Edmonton country, nnd 
that west of it to the Pacific ocean and 
northwesterly to the Arctic slope. That 
the distinction has been made does not 
wholly absolve the author from the 
crime that it was intended to la'y at his 
door; but ns our object is to correct if 
possible the abuse of this term it will 
be sufficient for the present to call at- 
tention once more to it. It is a great 
Imlsnomer when referring exclusively to 
the prairie to call it the "West." It 
loads to erroneous conclusions, because 
the conditions of that country nod the 
questions which affect it most vitally are 
quite different to those which exist in 
the real West, British Columbia. As a 
distinction, it is somewhat absurd to re- 
fer to the latter as "the Farther West." 
As we have frequently pointed out, it is 
quite proper to speak of the whole of 
Canada west of the great lakes as "The 
West," but when we come to specify any 
particular part of it some system of 
designation should be adopted. v If it is 
desired to speak only of the prairie sec- 
tion it slnuld bo called "The Middle 
West." "The Northwest" should refer 
to the Mackenzie country and the Yu- 
kon. The -only West is British Colum- 
bia, which is also referred to properly as 
the "Pacific Slope," although that might 
be held to include the country south of 
the line as well. The careless use of 
these terms leads to confusion as to 
what is meant, and often to erroneous 
conclusions. For instance, when East- 
ern people speak politically of the opin- 
ions of "The West" they almost in- 
variably have in mind Manitoba and 
what is known as the Northwest. Those 
not familiar with the use of these terms 
are led to infer that British Columbia is 
included, whereas tho political opinions 
in this province cannot be said in any 
sense to he represented by those held by 
tin; people cast of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 

However, to get back to the book it- 
sell', it is a reprint to a large extent of 
the edition of 1SUS, which was well re- 
ceived by the constituency it dealt with, 
mainly, Manitoba, The chapters which 
have been added are, as we have said, 
"the Farther West," which deal with 
British Columbia briefly, and "Religious 
Development," and "Educational His- 
tory." The present edition contains a 
number of interesting illustrations, in- 
cluding a few of the old-timers of this 
pioviuce. The book is written in a 
pleasant, readable vein, which is its 
chief recommendation. It is rather a 
resume of well-known facts than an at- 
tempt at serious history-making found- 
ed upon original sources of information. 
In fact, without making a life study of 
the subject of the history of the West it 
would be very difficult to add anything 
new to what has been published by so 
many authors. .Mr. Macboth's book Is 
timely, and will undoubtedly sell well. 
It is published by that voluminous pub- 
lisher of Canadian books, William 
Briggs, of Toronto. The price is not 
stated.

Acres of Oysters. — Acres upon acres 
of oysters, so many acres that an accur- 
ate estimate has not been yet made, are 
lying about two hundred and fifty miles 
north of the city of Vancouver on the 
Mainland coasts awaiting culture nnd 
development, which is to lie undertaken 
just as soon as arrangements now pro- 
ceeding can be completed, says the Prov- 
ince. These oysters are at Bhuuleii Har- 
bor. Just what the beds may be worth 
to British Columbia is a matter largely 
determined by the results attained under 
their development. In their wild state 
tlie oysters are superior to those grown 
at Olympia. The beds at Olympia are 
valued at $1,000 an acre today. It is 
therefore easy to estimate what the local 
beds of a thousand acres in area are 
worth today, nnd it is interesting to 
speculate on their probable worth a few 
years from date when they have been 
under cultivation a sufficient length of 
time to bring about an appreciation in 
the value of their product.

For More Music 



Bandmaster Pferdner Urges the 
Citizens to Arrange for More 
Frequent Concerts. 



Tourist Visitors Complalnlnq of 
Lack of Musical bntertaln- 
ment In Victoria. 

, — 



In connection with the tourist work 
which is now being done by the City and 
Tourist Association, Bandmaster Pferdner 
of the Fifth Regiment baud Is endeavor- 
• ing to make arrangements whereby the 
baud could be used mure largely to enter- 
tain the visitors to tills city. In conver- 
sation with a Colonist reporter last even- 
ing, Mr. I'ferduer stated that he thought 
the best way to entertain the visitors to 
the city was by having us mauy bund 
concerts us possible. He said: 

"It is ull very well to bring tourists to 
the city, but we must have some way to 
entertain them while they lire here. The 
cry ol the tourist is: 'it Is u very nice 
place, but nothing to do lu the evenings.' 
This could be filled by having baud cou- 
certs every evening during the week, and 
on Snndavs." 

Asked us to the expense of the concerts, 
the bauduinster replied: "That Is the 
principal obstacle In the way. 1 have seen 
Mayor Barnard and most of the aldermen, 
and each and every one of them are In 
favor of the Idea; hut the council are un- 
able to do anything on account of the 
lack of funds. The only thing to be done 
is for some body of prominent citizens to 
take up a subscription, and inuke It so 
that not only a few may be reached, but 
60 that everybody may give us they arc 
able. I do not wish to have anything to 
do with the money whatever, and do not 
want the subscriptions tu come along 
from those who regularly put their names 
down for whatever is being asked for; but 
let everybody help. 

"In Vancouver the regimental band has 
a grant of $3,000 from the city council, 
nnd play every evening at the park— and 
this for a baud which is not considered as 
good as the local baud. The amount which 
the Fifth Regiment baud gets from the city 
is very small in comparison with the Van- 
couver grant. 

"Besides, we cannot secure any special 
man whom we may need to fill a vacancy 
lu the baud, and hold him on a guarantee 
of six concerts at year at $3 per man. At 
present we have a bund composed of from 
21 to 21 musicians, and If arrangements 
could be made to have nightly concerts, or 
even two or three times a week, we could 
make our band second to none In the 
country. Although the Vancouver band 
gives all their concerts at the park, I 
would not think of taking our band out 
of town, except on a Sunday afternoon, 
as the citizens who contribute towards the 
fund have a right to get their mouey s 
worth; and It would be doing them more 
harm than good If the band was to play 
at the park every evening of the week. 

"If the band were to be given a sum of 
$500 for a contract to supply music dur- 
ing the summer, we would not be uble to 
give a concert every night, but we would 
give about two a week and one on the odd 
•Sunday at the park. 

"The tourists do not come here merely 
to view the scenery and enjoy the climate; 
they expect to have something to enter- 
tain them, and any place which poses afi 
a tourist nsort has a band for the first! 
feature. At Coney Island the first thing, 
they had was the scenery— the next a 
bund.'' 

Mr, Pferdner was asked what his Idea 
would be, If enough money were contrib- 
uted to give n series of concerts. 

"Well," he replied, "if enough money 
were contributed, I would give a concert 
every night during the week, In the cen- 
tre of the city, first at one corner, the 
next at another; and so on In rotation, 
and a concert at the pc rk on Sundays, to 
alternate with those already arranged by 
he city. This would give the visitors 
somewhere to go, and they would not 
nave them stay in their hotels after d'n- 

"i hope that some one with influence, 
whether it be the council, the Tourist As- 
sociation the press, or a representative 
body of citizens, will have enough interest 
to start the ball rolling, and make an ef- 
fort to have a nightly concert. It will 
not take much if everyone contributes, but 
they must all help, whether It be by giv- 
ing ten cents or ten dollars."

INVESTIGATING ALASKA.

them, seem the proper method of con- 
ducting a campaign — plenty of prom- 
ises to the electors, says the Nanalino 
Herald. ' Perhaps it had in mind the 
success attending the promise of a 
certain wharf by the Liberals during 
the last Dominion campaign, which Is 
now a somewhat sore subject In a 
certain locality in this province. The 
provincial government can stand upon 
its record as an honest endeavor to 
lift the province from debt and place 
it in a sound financial position — a 
movement attended with distinct suc- 
cess. It can show many benefits 
done for the cause of agriculture and 
fruit-growing, and an equalization of 
the methods of taxation, Including the 
reduction o,C the personal property 
tax from one per cent, to two-thirds 
of one per cent., a reduction of one- 
third. Besides, the vexed question of 
assessment valuations has been met 
by the amendment passed at last ses- 
sion providing for a board of assessors 
to meet every year to decide upon a 
uniform basis of assessment, and so 
do away with the inequalities that 
under the old system were unavoid- 
able. 

These are some of the benefits 
brought about by the present govern- 
ment, and it will be found that the 
new Assessment Act, in spite of oppo- 
sition critics, will be a decided im- 
provement over the methods formerly 
in vogue. What the government has 
accomplished and the reasons for the 
adoption ><( the various measures will 
no doubt be fully laid before the 
electors of Albernl by .Mr. Manson, and 
it will be seen that the government 
of British Columbia is well worthy of 
support. 

Mr. John (diver, M. 1'. I'., passed 
through I tic city yesterday on his 
way to Albernl, announcing that he 
was going, to take part in the election 
contest now going on In that constitu- 
ency, says the Vancouver News-Ad- 
vertiser. If past history can lie 
taken as an indication of what is 
likely to occur, Mi-. Oliver's departure 
for Albernl is a. good augury for the 
election of Mr. Manson, the govern- 
ment candidate. Last year, just about 
this time, Mr. Oliver buckled on his 
armor and with a trunk full of cam 
palgn literature; betook himself to 
Lillooet when a by-election was pend 
Ing. The circumstances then mid 
now are so similar that we cannot but 
regard them as foreshadowing a vic- 
tory for Mr. Manson as great as that 
secured by Mr. McDonald last year. 
The opposition is beginning to regard 
Mr. Oliver's participation in a cam 
palgn as a presage of defeat. Cer- 
tainly his opponents are always 
pleased to see him, as he gains votes 
for them. 

The reports from all parts of the 
electoral district of Albernl are very 
favorable for Mr. Manson'S success 
The Conservative candidate Is a man 
well known and highly respected. His 
career- in municipal politics secured 
for him I ho conlidence of the people 
of Nanaimo, as was shown by the 
manner In which, time and again, they 
returned him to office. In Albernl he 
represents the winning side, as the 
people of that constituency realize 
they have nothing to gain by espous- 
ing the cause of the opposition. Their 
support of Mr. Mclnnes, their late 
member, was personal rather than 
political In its character, and the 
present opposition candidate in a 
stranger to them.

The Tyee mine, visited ou the 1th lust, 
by the members of the American institute 
of Mining Engineers, is the richest ou 
Vancouver island, and one of the richest 
tuines of the province. Nine years ago, 
Hurry Smith went front Tort Towu- 
seiid to prospect for minerals ou 
Mount Sicker. He and others of 
Port Townsetid were soon iired with the 
promising indications of. Mount Sicker, 
ami lie nnd Messrs. Buzzard, and McKay, 
who, unfortunately, died before he could 
reap any advantage from his work, did 
much prospecting. When they were 
working, running small tunnels into their 
locations, lire broke out ou the beavily- 
tirubered mountain and they were oblige 
to run for their lives. They saved only 
their tools. Their Oioiises and all else 
was destroyed by the tire, which stripped 
the mountain. 

When Mr. Smith returned after the 
lire he found, In another place than 
where he was working, a big outcrop- 
ping of copper ore. This was on April 
1807. The fjenora and Tyee claims 
were staked nnd soon afterward many 
other, many of which have now passed in- 
to the hands of the men who are develop- 
ing the Tyee mine with such success. A 
shaft was sunk a short, distance, and Mr. 
Clermont Livingston saw the property. 
The result was the Tyee Copper Com- 
pany. Mr. Livingston saw at once the 
fichess of the properly. I Io 

Bought an Interest 
and exploratory work was carried on. 
The sinking was done with difficulty by 
hand with windlass and buckets, hut the 
work developed the strong indications of 
the mine, nnd when Mr. Livingstone 
went to Loudon in 1809 to form the com- 
pany, now working the property, he was 
strongly optimistic of success. England 
was then in the throes of war, and linaii-

Musgrnvo, who 
superintendent of the mine, joined the 
company in 1000, ami next year they lo- 
cated a big ore body, which lias been 
worked will, good results. It is esti- 
mated that before the ore body is worked 
nut it will have produced in the neighbor- 
hood of from 200,000 to 800,000 tons 
of commercial ore. Fresh stuck was 
issued in October, 1001. increasing the 
company's shares to 180,000 with £50.- 
000 working capital Then the develop- 
ment of the Tyee mine 

Started in Earnest 
The aerial tramway was built, and paid 
for; a fifty horse-power hoisting appara- 
tus with two cages was put in. five boil- 
ers, air-compressor, pumping apparatus 
nnd other machinery, all paid for. con- 
tiguous claims were secured, timber 
limits ana land wen' obtained from the 
Esquimau & Nanaimo railway, and the 
smelter, now operated, built at Lndv- 
Sinith. This smeller lias treated 1255,000 
tons of ore from I Ik; mine. 

Up to the end or April Inst £112,000 in 
profits for Hi,. |asl two years' work was 
sent to the directorate in London, which 
not only paid a dividend of twenty per 
cent., but also huill up a handsome re- 
serve fund, ami this, too, with con- 
siderable exploratory work and de- 
velopment, work proceeding.
